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Superstore 
plan moves 
one step 
forward 

A NEW superstore for Oswes¬ 
try moved a step closer this 
week - but objectors still fear 
for the town centre’s future. 

Shropshire councillors met 
in Oswestry on Tuesday and 
rubber-stamped a legal agree¬ 
ment which will ensure bene¬ 
fits for the town centre. 

Campaigners against the 
complex at the Livestock Mar¬ 
ket say the benefits do not go 
far enough to protect the town 
centre. 

There were cries of “shame, 
shame” from the public 
gallery at the Shropshire 
Council planning meeting in 
Oswestry’s Castle View coun¬ 
cil offices as the committee 
voted to agree the terms of the 
Section 106 agreement. 

People crammed in to the 
chamber to hear the decision 
to agree legal conditions and 
clear the way for the develop¬ 
ment, by the town council, 
Oswestry Cattle Auctions and 
developers Liberty Mercian. 

Permission was granted in 
October to turn part of the 
Smithfield land into a super¬ 
store, cinema, petrol station, 
non food stores, offices and a 
900 space car park. 

Developers say a park and 
ride bus will connect it with 
the centre. 

But objectors say the agree¬ 
ment does not go far enough to 
ensure that the money the 
town council is expected to 
receive for the project, which 
could be about £6 million, is 
used to regenerate the town 
centre. 

Although it can not be tied 
to such a legal agreement, the 
town council said it had 
pledged to use that funding for 
the good of the town. 

Buyout of 
firm agreed 

OSWESTRY COMPANY 
Richard Burbidge this week 
completed a deal to buy out 
a Nottingham based timber 
moulding manufacturer. 

The deal to acquire Masons 
Timber Products will see 78 
jobs saved and the business 
will continue to operate inde¬ 
pendently from Nottingham 
supplying timber mouldings 
to builders’ merchants and 
DIY retailers. 

FW Mason was an 82 year 
old family owned company 
that ran into difficulties in the 
recession and went into 
administration in late March. 
The company now joins a port¬ 
folio of timber manufacturing 
and distribution companies 
with sales of over £55 million 
including Atkinson& Kirby in 
Ormskirk. 


28-MILE LONE BUS 
TRIP FOR TODDLER

A TWO-year-old toddler sparked a cross-bor¬ 
der alert after taking a 28-mile bus trip on his 
own from Montgomery to Shrewsbury. 

The incident happened on Monday morning 
and only became apparent when passengers left 
the bus at Shrewsbury, leaving the little boy still 


on board. 

A group of people got on the bus 
at Montgomery and the child, wear¬ 
ing pyjamas and a nappy, got on 
with them. 

Dyfed-Powys Police confirmed that 
two people had been arrested in rela¬ 
tion to the incident and they have 
launched an investigation along with 
Powys County Council children’s ser¬ 
vices team. 

“Dyfed-Powys Police can confirm 
that on Monday morning, a two-and- 
a-half-year-old child from the Mont¬ 
gomery area got onto a service bus 
together with other passengers,” said 
Inspector Jonathan Tatton. 

Arrested 

“It was only when the bus reached 
its destination in Shrewsbury that it 
became apparent to the driver that 
the child was unaccompanied. 

“The driver immediately contacted 
Shrewsbury police, which resulted in 
Dyfed-Powys officers making inquiries 
to locate the parents. 

“Following the report, two persons 
have been arrested and remain on 
police bail pending further enquiries, 
which are being conducted jointly by 
Dyfed Powys Police’s public protec¬ 
tion unit and Powys County Council’s 
children’s services team. 

“While the circumstances are

highly unusual, fortunately the child 
didn’t come to any harm and a thor¬ 
ough investigation is now under way to 
establish how this occurred,” he 
added. 

A spokesman for West Mercia Police 
said: “The little boy was initially 
looked after by officers and staff at our 
town centre office in Shrewsbury.” 

Nick Culliford, operations manager 
of Tanat Valley Motors, which oper¬ 
ates the bus service, said it had been an 
amazing incident. 

“It appears the child got on the bus 
at the Chirbury Road stop as a group of 
people were boarding. 

“The driver was not aware of the 
child’s presence until Shrewsbury . 

“As the last person left the coach he 
pointed out that the child was being 
left behind only to discover that the lit¬ 
tle boy was unaccompanied, ” he added. 

“The driver did everything in the 
proper manner, taking the child to the 
Shrewsbury town centre police sta¬ 
tion. Nobody on board thought the 
child was on his own. 

“It seems everyone thought he was 
with someone else. It was quite an 
amazing adventure for the youngster, 
and luckily he was unharmed.”

Station 
to shut 
in £l3m 
savings 

LLANFAIR Caereinion 
police station is to close to 
help save Dyfed Powys 
Police £13 million. 

Chief Constable Ian Arun- 
dale said the station would 
be one of two to close in 
Powys as the force looks to 
make massive savings. 

A second station will close 
at Ystradgynlais in a move 
which Mr Arundale said will 
save £1.1 million over 10 
years. 

However, the force has 
also recruited 18 new full 
time police officers and 21 
special constables in a bid to 
keep on top of crime. 

Mr Arundale said the 
force was working hard to 
maintain front line services. 
He said the 18 new full-time 
recruits will start their 
training this month and will 
be working in communities 
by February 2012. 

The 21 special constables 
have already started their 
training. 

He said: “Police buildings 
in communities that serve as 
a base for officers but are not 
generally used by the public 
have been reviewed. 

“In light of the savings the 
authority needs to make in 
order to balance its budget 
they have been deemed no 
longer fit for purpose and 
will be closing. 

“In order to deliver the 
savings at the earliest 
opportunity the force is 
looking to make the closures 
in the next three to 15 
months. However, none of 
the police buildings will 
close until alternative 
arrangements have been 
put in place.”

inspectors 

'critical' 


POWYS COUNTY Coun¬ 
cil has been criticised in an 
Estyn report despite being 
told that overall education 
standards are good. 

Powys County Council’s 
education services for chil¬ 
dren and young people were 
said to be ‘adequate’ and its 
record in securing improve¬ 
ment ‘disappointing’, accord¬ 
ing to the report published on 
Tuesday by education inspec¬ 
tors. 

The report by Estyn, Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate for 
Education and Training in 
Wales, said standards in 
Powys schools are ‘generally 
good’ as are the standards of 
wellbeing and engagement of 
young people. 

And it said councillors had 
also taken difficult decisions 
regarding schools closures 
and restructuring. 

The report said too many 
schools were in a category of 
causing concern and too many 
had high deficit budgets. 

The authority has been too 
slow in using its full range of 
powers to intervene to 
improve schools and/or their 
leadership teams and govern¬ 
ing bodies, the report said. 

Elected members had not 
placed enough emphasis on 
standards and too often put 
local concerns before the 
interests of learners, it added. 

Decision-making and 
scrutiny processes were not 
effective enough and the 
authority’s track record in 
securing improvement in 
schools has been disappoint¬ 
ing.

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Town's GHB drug use 
shows 'dramatic' fail 


POLICE IN Oswestry are winning the battle 
against GHB, the detective leading the fight 
said today. 

Detective Chief Inspector Alan Edwards, the head of CID 
in Shropshire, said a concerted effort by the authorities over 
the past few months had resulted in a “marked improve¬ 
ment” in reducing the levels of use of the drug. 

But he warned there would be no let-up by the police and 
its partner agencies in targeting those manufacturing and 
supplying GHB and its component drug GBL. 

The police, Shropshire Council, the director of public 
health and the Drug and Alcohol Action Team (DAAT) have 
conducted a co-ordinated response tackling GHB usage and 
its associated problems in the Oswestry area. 

DCI Edwards said: “As a result of the ongoing enforce¬ 
ment and educational initiatives, there has been a dramatic 
reduction in the availability of GHB in the area. This is 
really good news for the local community.” 

Concerted effort 

Councillor Ann Hartley, Shropshire Council’s Cabinet 
member for health and wellbeing, said: “There has been a 
real concerted effort from a variety of agencies, and it’s 
really good news that the hard work is paying off. However, 
we are not complacent and it’s important for people to know 
that support is still out there for anyone who needs it.” 

DCI Edwards acknowledged that Oswestry has been 
described as one of the country’s hotspots for supply and 
usage. “The whole community is very much aware of the sit¬ 
uation following a blaze of publicity,” he said. “I’d like to 
thank everyone in Oswestry for their support.” 

DCI Edwards also praised the media for publicising 
efforts to bring about improvements. He said: ““Their cam¬ 
paigning has had a significant impact.”

Police 
warning 
on prize 
scams 

POLICE HAVE warned 
people not to send off money 
or cheques in response to let¬ 
ters saying they have won big 
cash prizes. 

The warning follows an 
incident in which a woman in 
her 90s from Shrewsbury was 
conned into sending two 
cheques totalling £4,200 after 
being told she had won more 
than £200,000 on a prize 
draw. But no prize was forth¬ 
coming and the cheques were 
cashed. 

A police spokesman said: 
“If you receive correspon¬ 
dence in the post or by email 
saying you have won a large 
sum of money or some other 
prize in a raffle, it’s likely to 
be a scam. And if you are 
asked to forward cash to 
enable you to receive your 
‘prize’, the alarm bells should 
be ringing. Under no circum¬ 
stances should you forward 
money to receive a prize. 

“If it sounds too good to be 
true, then almost certainly it 
will be. Be aware and don’t be 
tempted to send off a cheque 
or money and never disclose 
your personal bank details.” 

The spokesman said fraud¬ 
sters were preying on the 
elderly, who were the most 
vulnerable to such scams. 

In the latest incident, the 
woman was both telephoned 
and written to.

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Youth cafe project aims to 
combat teenage drinking 


A PILOT project is to be launched by Oswes¬ 
try Youth Cafe in a bid to steer youngsters 
away from underage drinking. 

The aim is to put youth workers out on the streets of the 
town as part of a partnership to tackle teenage boozing. 

The cafe is joining forces with the town’s community alco¬ 
hol partnership to launch the project, which is aimed at 
showing young people how much there is to do in the area. 

The new initiative has been made possible after the youth 
cafe was awarded funding from the Roy Fletcher Trust. 

The funding has allowed the youth cafe to employ two 
members of staff, who say a number of other exciting pro¬ 
jects are also already in the pipeline. 

Outreach group 

New project manager, Ian Wilson, a former council youth 
worker, said they were looking to develop the work of the 
cafe, extend opening hours and support the volunteer staff. 

Mr Wilson said: “We have some exciting projects under 
way. We have just been given funding to work with OSCAP, 
the Oswestry Community Alcohol Partnership.” He said 
staff from the youth cafe would organise an outreach group, 
going out onto the streets, working with others such as the 
community support officers looking at underage drinking. 

“We will take a positive approach, encourage young peo¬ 
ple to come into the cafe, particularly our drop-in Saturday 
afternoon sessions and show them what else is happening 
in the town. We have more structured evenings at the 
moment but on Saturdays all are welcome to come along to 
use our facilities or just sit and chat and enjoy some food.” 

The cafe is holding a tea party on Saturday, June 25, to 
honour its official oldest member, 100-year-old Mary Gar- 
side. Mrs Garside was made a member after she donated 
£195 to the youth cafe. She was a popular teacher in the 
town in the 1960s and 70s, and anyone who would like to go 
along can contact the cafe on (01691) 656559.

An arresting experience for students 


Youngsters at an 
Oswestry school got a 
taste of life behind 
bars as part of a cam¬ 
paign to highlight 
teenage offending.

The aim yesterday was 
to give them an insight 
into what would happen 
to them if they ever 
strayed on the wrong side 
of the law.

Me! No-Way!” day of work¬ 
shops and hands-on experi¬ 
ence at the school. 

All 240 pupils in Year 
Nine took part in the day’s 
sessions which were run by 
prison officers, local police 
and fire officers and mem¬ 
bers of the county’s drug and 
alcohol team. 

Particularly highlighted 
were the problems of the 
drug GHB and alcohol which 
were big issues in Oswestry, 
said Sarah Peacock, of The 
Marches.

“Arson and fire service issues, offen¬ 
sive behaviour with the police and anti¬ 
social behaviour generally were all 
tackled but in a very positive way, ” she 
said. 

A mobile prison cell was provided 
and pupils went through what would 
happen to them if they were arrested, 


including being searched and spending 
time under lock and key. 

“Workshops showed the students the 
sort of thing that could get them into 
trouble and what the consequences would 
be for them,” said Ms Peacock. 

She said the day had been received 
“incredibly well” by all involved and it 


was something the school hoped to repeat 
in future years. 

“Initial feedback from the students has 
been very thoughtful and very positive 
and because the day was delivered by 
actual serving prison, police and fire offi¬ 
cers it had a very significant impact,” she 
added.

Hot water 

Armed with umbrellas and wellies, thou¬ 
sands of festival-goers head to the Somerset 
site, which is almost as famous for its down¬ 
pours and quagmires as it is for the impres¬ 
sive line-up of stars.

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Residents voted against 
windfarms plan in survey 


THE PEOPLE of Welshpool are against National Grid plans for a 
power sub-station, windfarms and pylons a survey has revealed. 

More than 80 per cent of people surveyed in the town said they were 
“concerned” about plans which could see huge pylons built. 

It comes as Scottish Power says the consultation period into its plans, which could see 
hundreds of pylons built across the countryside, will be extended until July 7. 

The company is increasing the deadline to 
ensure as many people as possible can express 
their views. 

The results from the Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil study also showed that 75 per cent of those 
who responded did not support windfarms as 
an alternative source of power. 

Proposals are out to consultation with 10 
possible routes under consideration to link 
windfarms in Mid Wales to the National Grid. 

Welshpool Town Council put a question¬ 
naire through every door in the town last week 
and quizzed all Welshpool High School pupils. 

The results also show that 82 per cent of 
people are concerned about the pylons, 78 per 
cent are concerned by the hub and 66 per cent 
support a public inquiry. It comes as more 
than 200 people attended a public meeting 
where it was claimed Shropshire’s tourist 
economy would be affected by pylons. 

Urged 

The meeting with National Grid represen¬ 
tatives in Oswestry took place on Saturday 
and saw the company urged to put the elec¬ 
tricity cables underground. 

The meeting was called by North Shrop¬ 
shire MP Owen Paterson, who has now 
promised to contact Welsh First Minister Car- 
wyn Jones about comments he made over 
windfarms. 

Mr Jones had said there should be no wind- 
farms above the number agreed by the Welsh 
Assembly. 

Mr Paterson said: “This could have ramifi¬ 
cations for the Mid Wales project and I shall be 
contacting the First Minister.” 

Many of those at Saturday’s meeting were 
worried about the impact of a power line. 

John Hemmings, from Melverley, said there 
was a real risk and danger to Shropshire’s 
economy, its tourism and farming. 

He said the effect on the community should 
be looked at by National Grid when it was 
making its decision and called for the company 
to carry out a risk assessment on Shropshire.

A 12-YEAR-OLD girl from 
Powys has written a letter to 
Welsh Assembly First Minis¬ 
ter Carwyn Jones in a bid to 
prevent hundreds of pylons 
being built across Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales. 

Ceri Smith, who lives in 
Meifod and attends Welsh¬ 
pool High School, claims in 
her letter that Mr Jones 
“does not care” about the 
future of the Mid Wales 
countryside which she 
claims will be “destroyed” if 
the pylons are built. 

It comes months after 
National Grid bosses 
launched consultation 
events across Shropshire 
and Mid Wales to discuss 
routes for a 400,000-volt 
cable linking windfarms to 
the grid. The cable will go 
along 46 metre-high pylons 
or will be underground. 

The plans include a power 
station being built in either 
Abermule, near Newtown, 
or Cefn Coch, near Llanfair 
Caereinion. Bosses of 
National Grid have stressed 
that no decision has yet been 
made. 

In the letter Ceri wrote: 
“You don’t care how we feel 
about our beautiful country¬ 
side being destroyed by 
pylons because it’s not hap¬ 
pening to where you live is 
it? 

“Just think about how you 
would feel if these monster 
sized pylons were going 
where you live. ”

Thought I’d seen everything... 


AFTER 40 years in the newspaper business I 
thought I had heard and seen it all - until this 
week that is. 

News reached the desk that a two-year-old toddler had 
taken the 28-mile bus ride from Montgomery to Shrews¬ 
bury on his own. So how could it happen? 

It’s bizarre, but understandable, that everyone on the 
coach thought the little chap, who was wearing only his 
pyjamas, was with someone else. And although it appears 
he struck up conversation with passengers no-one was too 
concerned. 

The more serious aspect seems to be how he was allowed 
to be alone on the streets of Montgomery - and why no-one 
had noticed he was missing, even when he was taken to a 
police station in Shrewsbury. 

As parents we have all experienced that terrible moment 
when a child goes missing. But normally it’s just for a 
moment and that horrible feeling is soon past. 

But this is certainly more serious - Dyfed Powys Police is 
now on the case, along with Powys County Council’s chil¬ 
dren’s services team.

It also hosts a breakfast meeting 
for the Shropshire Chamber of Com¬ 
merce once a fortnight. 

“Last Thursday we staged our first 
ever Royal Ascot Ladies’ Day, which 
was a tremendous success,” said Mike. 

“Events like that are a ‘shop window’ 
for us, as people visiting us for the first 
time are often impressed by what we 
have to offer - and book the room for 
functions of their own.” 

Top quality 

But cricket remains the club’s dri¬ 
ving force, and with the First XI riding 
high in Division Three of the Birming¬ 
ham League, there’s top quality sport 
on offer at Morda Road for fans of the 
great summer game. 

“Lots of people come down to watch 
our matches these days, but there’s 
room for plenty more - it’s a great 
afternoon out, and the bar is always 
open,” added Mike. 

“Best of all, it costs nothing to watch 
us. Where else can you get a free day’s 
entertainment?”

Windfarm power is far from green 


SOME ARE questioning the alterna¬ 
tives to windfarms and pylons. One 
misconception must be addressed first. 

The power to be produced from the 
800 new wind turbines planned on the 
Powys uplands is NOT for use in Mid 
Wales and the borderlands but will be 
transported into the National Grid 
some 50 miles away, carried along mas¬ 
sive cables strung along 151 foot (46 
metre) high pylons. 

The electricity harvested is, there¬ 
fore, for use in England where - by 
National Grid’s own admission at a 
recent public meeting - it will be used 
by electricity companies promoting 
their electricity as “green” energy. 

This energy would be anything but 


green - great environmental damage 
would be caused through the produc¬ 
tion and use of steel/cables/concrete 
/aggregates - not to mention the huge 
lorries transporting all the infrastruc¬ 
ture for windfarms, substations and 
pylons. 

The damage to roads/bridges and the 
countryside has not been addressed, 
and neither has the question of 
increased global warming and risk to 
health by running cables for many 
miles. 

So, the question has been asked - 
what do protestors to pylons and wind- 
farms propose as an alternative? My 
own view is this: 

Electricity should be produced 


locally and used locally, by feeding into 
the existing local grid - and this should 
be done all over the UK. There are 
choices - hydro/off-shore/solar/new 
developing technologies - but produce 
it and use it in the area needed. Hence 
no need for the huge subsidies/big prof¬ 
its of multi-nationals and the oblitera¬ 
tion of our communities and 
countryside. 

Incidentally, we should all be cutting 
power waste too. One way would be to 
end the building of huge office 
blocks/buildings of steel infilled with 
glass. The fuel consumption for these 
must be enormous!

Pay cuts 
'the only 
solution' 

PAY cuts for staff is “the only solution” to solv¬ 
ing Shropshire Council’s financial headache, 
according to the authority’s leader Councillor 
Keith Barrow. 

The council’s cabinet agreed to cut staff pay by 5.4 per cent 
over two years and staff also face changes to their working 
conditions, including sickness benefits and annual leave enti¬ 
tlement. The proposals will be discussed at a meeting of the 
full council on Thursday and the new terms and conditions are 
likely to be implemented in October. 

Councillor Barrow told the cabinet meeting cutting staff 
pay was vital if the authority wanted to retain jobs and ensure 
frontline services continued. 

Mitigate 

Councillor Barrow said: “It is something we would not be 
wanting to do but because of the level of cuts we are facing, it 
has got to be done. It is the only solution and we will review it 
after the first year. That review will be looking at whether we 
can mitigate some of the effects of the cuts, it certainly will not 
be looking at making more pay cuts. 

“Low-paid workers always seem to be hit the hardest in 
these things so we are making sure people on the lowest pay 
scales will not be affected by this because life for them is hard 
enough, particularly with inflation as high as it is. 

“We have consulted widely and I would praise the unions 
for the very mature negotiations,” he said. 

“I have spoken to staff and the staff have told me they would 
rather take a pay cut than have front line services affected. 

“These cuts are hitting us all, including senior managers. It 
is quite hard on some senior managers, in some cases, but this 
is across the board, affecting everybody. We are not asking the 
staff to do something we are not. Councillors are taking a five 
per cent cut in our allowances.”

Keep town 
clean call 
to smokers 

CIVIC leaders in Welshpool will be launching 
a campaign this summer in a bid to stop 
smokers from dropping their cigarette ends 
in the town centre. 

Welshpool Town Council said the amount of smoke 
related litter in the town was becoming “completely 
unacceptable” and said it would be doing all it could over 
the next few months to combat the problem. 

Robert Robinson, town clerk, said the finance and gen¬ 
eral purposes committee had recommended that a lim¬ 
ited advertising campaign should be carried out over the 
summer months. 

He said the matter would be discussed at this week’s 
full council meeting tomorrow night. 

“The committee considered the amount of litter cre¬ 
ated around the town centre by smoking related refuse,” 
he said. 

Unacceptable 

“The council recognises the right for people to smoke 
and has no issue with this. 

“However, the amount of smoking litter everywhere in 
the town centre is at an unacceptable level. 

“The finance and general purposes committee has rec¬ 
ommended that a limited advertising campaign be car¬ 
ried out over the summer months seeking people who 
smoke and drop their litter to act more responsibly.” 

Councillor Alan Crowe, for Welshpool, said he hoped 
people would take on board the messages of the cam¬ 
paign. 

“I think wherever you go in the country you will always 
see a problem with cigarette ends being dumped on the 
street,” he said. 

“When smokers finish with their cigarette they nor¬ 
mally throw it on the floor and stub it with their foot, 
without a second thought. 

“However, we as a town council want to take pride in 
our town and hope others can do the same too. 

“And if we all pull together and think about what we 
do before dropping litter we would all be living in a much 
nicer place. 

“I’d like to think that this campaign over the summer 
months will make smokers think about what they are 
doing when they finish their cigarette. 

“Smokers never stub their cigarettes out on a carpet so 
why should they do it out on the streets?”

SHROPSHIRE’S children’s 
hospice opened its new 
counselling centre this week 
and said the project was a 
way of giving something back 
to the people of the county. 

The Sunstone counselling centre 
has been built next to the hospice in 
Morda, near Oswestry. 

It will be home to the hospice’s spe¬ 
cialist counselling team which will be 
extending its support to many more 
children and families across Shrop¬ 
shire and beyond.

IT may be something to 
do with the health bene¬ 
fits of breathing lungfuls 
of rarefied air at altitude - 
but life on Borfa Green 
inadvertently turns into a 
friendly “who’s lived here 
the longest” competition. 

Which, on the day I spend 
hanging around on it, is won by 
Bill Riley, 86 (“87 next birthday,” 
he points out), who for more than 
50 years has called home this cir¬ 
cular street with spectacular 
views out over the Severn Valley 
and Welshpool itself. 

Yes, it’s certainly high up, 
which is why Bill’s catching the 
bus into town. And back. 

“I’m finishing with driving - 
you have to use so much concen¬ 
tration doing it now,” he says. “I 
can’t walk as well I used to be able 
to, and it is a bit hilly up here. The 
bus is a godsend.” 

People, once they move here, 
clearly don’t want to leave. But 
being one of the oldest residents 
in the street - if not the outright 
oldest - Bill is able to chart the 
changes on Borfa Green. 

“It has changed, changed a 
lot,” says Bill. “People have 
changed. And there were no cars 
when I came - now houses have 
two, three or four cars. 

“They are building behind my 
house, or about to start. They 
used to say you were mad to build 
on the hills - nowadays they seem 
to specialise in it. 

“But what hasn’t changed is 
that it’s a beautiful spot.” 

Bill worked for 20 years at the 
tar works in Welshpool; a further 
20 as bailiff at Welshpool courts,

collecting debts among other 
duties. “Yes, there were some 
interesting cases,” he says. 

Despite changes, the people of 
Borfa Green, it could be said, 
reflect the type of houses that 
characterise the street: pleasant, 
honest, solid. The type of folk you 
can rely upon. The type you can 
talk to. 

Earlier, before I’ve said a word, 
by way of passing the time of day 
Bill stops in the street, looks me 
in the eye and with a smile says: 
“What have you done to the 
weather, lad? It was nice yester¬ 
day.” 

Such friendliness is probably 
why so many have lived here so 


long. Jill Cooper has resided here 
for 39 years and thinks of herself 
as a relative newcomer. 

“The neighbours are absolutely 
fantastic - I can name almost all 
of them, and it’s not a small 
street.” 

Retired, Jill and her husband Les 
spend their days on Borfa Green 
gardening and grandparenting. Jill 
adores being a grandparent, looking 
after her kids’ kids whenever possi¬ 
ble. 

“It’s wonderful, it’s a different 
relationship from being a mother. 
You have got more time. You are 
strict, but perhaps not as strict.” 

Jill herself had twins and moved 
into the house just after they were 


born. “I had to push a twin pram up 
the hill there,” says Jill. “That was 
hard work but then again I was 40 
years younger!” 

Next door but one I hear the 
sound of a vacuum cleaner and find 
Mary Stephens giving her home the 
once over. 

Mrs Stephens has also lived here 
for 50 years. “We have always been 
happy here,” she says. “It was a 
good place to bring up a family. 

“These days it’s a bit of garden¬ 
ing when I can get to it, but it takes 
time.” 

Eventually I find a young family. 
Julie Taylor is probably the newest 
addition to the street, having 
moved here two-and-a-half years 
ago “to be nearer the school for my 
daughter”. 

She reveals her daughter, Rosie, 
is in a band - an all-girl punk-rock 
band that is starting to carve out a 
name for itself. “I donate my living 
room to them to rehearse in - they 
are very good, really starting to get 
a following.” 

She calls upstairs and down 


comes 14-year-old Rosie, singer and 
rhythm guitarist, with fellow band 
member Jessy Edgar, 16, who plays 
lead guitar and also sings. “We 
don’t normally wear pyjama 
trousers!” she explains. 

They don’t normally sit in a bath 
outside on a grass bank either. Alas, 
it’s not filming for a comeback 
episode of Last of the Summer Wine

was ordered to carry out 250 hours of unpaid 
work. 

He was disqualified from driving for 12 
months and told to pay £340 costs. 

The court heard in order to keep his job he 
now had a flat in Shrewsbury close to his 
work where he lived during the week, and 
returned home at weekends. 

Judge Niclas Parry said: “You could have 
caused death or serious injury.” 

Matthew Curtis, prosecuting, said officers 
spotted Sherwood in a VW Golf at 6.29am on 
March 28. He was travelling through thick fog 
towards Welshpool at 97mph. 

Debra White, for Sherwood, said her 
client was suffering from depression and 
stress at work.

EX-CORONATION Street and Bad Girls actress 
Debra Stephenson talks about her impressions 
of the famous, family life and homeopathy. 

It’s quite disconcerting to suddenly find yourself amid a 
gaggle of celebrities, but that can easily happen at the home of 
impressionist Debra Stephenson. 

One minute, she’s perched on a kitchen stool chatting away 
over coffee, the next she’s conjuring Cheryl Cole and mimick¬ 
ing Davina McCall, with Lorraine Kelly and Kirstie Allsopp 
thrown in for good measure. 

That hilarious demonstration of her skills is useful as she 
and Jon Culshaw prepare for a third series of BBC One’s The 
Impressions Show, which will be shown in the autumn. 

“I still love doing all my favourites like Cheryl but we’re also 
working out new ones for this series,” she promises. 

“Although, I’m not sure whether Davina - who I love as a 
person and as an impression - will return as we’ve done so 
much of her. She’s been very tolerant so far, but I’m worried 
she might start getting fed up with it.” 

Stephenson’s busy career - she recently appeared in 
episodes of BBC One’s Waterloo Road - is built around her 
family life. Two years ago the actress, 39, her husband, James 
Duffield, a builder, and their children, Max, eight, and Zoe, 
four, moved from London to a house near the beach at Poole, 
Dorset, for lifestyle and health reasons. 

Wonderful 

Both youngsters suffered as babies from a common condi¬ 
tion, bronchiolitis, an inflammation which reduces the 
amount of air reaching the lungs making it difficult for chil¬ 
dren to breath. Stephenson’s daughter had a life-threatening 
attack when she was six weeks old. 

So although leaving the capital has, she reveals, cost her the 
opportunity of a few roles, she has no regrets. 

“While it might seem an odd location for an actress, it’s so 
wonderful here,” she says. 

“I feel the air’s cleaner and fresher here and it’s better for 
the kids and I’ve got such a good work-life balance now. I can 
run along the beach to keep fit which doesn’t feel like a chore! ” 

Stephenson’s own precocious gift for comedy and impres¬ 
sions shaped her own very different childhood in Yorkshire - 
at 13 she was performing on the tough working men’s clubs 
circuit in the North. 

The Hull-born schoolgirl won nationwide acclaim aged 14 
as a finalist on the BBC talent show Opportunity Knocks. 

At 16 she provided voices, including Diana, Princess of 
Wales and Esther Rantzen, for ITV’s satirical puppet show 
Spitting Image, and went on to fulfil her early promise with a 
career that’s encompassed documentary, comedy and drama. 

Most notably in 1999 she played Shell Dockley in ITVl’s

prison drama Bad Girls, and then starred for two years in 
Coronation Street as glamorous Frankie Baldwin, wife of 
Danny (Bradley Walsh). 

Fights involved in the role in Bad Girls often left her bruised 
and gave her first-hand experience of homeopathy, when an 
on-set nurse treated them with remedy, arnica. 

“I was amazed at how effective it was at minimising the dis¬ 
colouration and it encouraged me to find out more about other 
remedies,” says Stephenson who supported the recent Home¬ 
opathy Awareness Week. 

“My view is that homeopathy is what you can do before you 
go to a doctor, not instead of going to a doctor, and it’s a way 
of being positive and pro-active about health.”

Lesley’s wild idea brings 
power to transform lives 


AFTER surviving a number of 
painful life experiences, Lesley 
Long has used her past to help 
inspire and build confidence in 
women from across the country. 

Ms Long, 54, from Llanfair Caereinion 
near Welshpool, set up her business Women 
Go Wild Outdoors in 2008 to transform her 
passion of empowering women into reality. 

She has created a space to help ladies of 
all ages and walks of life find a moment of 
fun in their chaotic, traumatic or stress- 
filled life and develop friendships, find 
direction and a future. 

Activities 

Her businesses is proving a success and 
this month she launched her first residen¬ 
tial weekend, Go Wild for a Change, which 
uses a number of outdoor activities for 
women looking for self discovery and life 
enhancing experiences. 

She is also organising a charity Women 
Go Wild event on September 4 to raise cash 
for MIND mental health charity. 

Her passion to help women came from 
her own life story, which she believes is 
proof that women can do anything. 

Life started in Essex before she moved to 
Glasgow, Edinburgh and Wrexham. She 
then ran away from home to France and 
only returned to England to study for a 
degree in Southampton. 

At the age of 28 she set up her own busi¬ 
nesses in management and development. 

Nine years later she married, and had her 
daughter a year later. But she became ill 
with postnatal depression. 

Then things got worse when she discov¬ 
ered her husband was having an affair. “I 
was devastated to find out,” she said. Sud¬ 
denly she found herself a divorced, single 
parent. “I was alone and I was terrified.” 

But she decided not to give in and signed 
up for an outward bound course which 
changed her life. 



“I needed to find out how to deal with fear 
so I put myself on the course. 

“I wanted to find out what really fright¬ 
ened me. I thought if I could deal with that 
I could deal with being a single parent. I 
found I was scared of heights and a trapeze 
jump. Now whenever I am faced with some¬ 
thing I don’t think I can do, I only have to 
remember the trapeze. I visualise that and 
say if I can do that, I can do anything.” 

In 2002 she married again “in haste”. 

“It was not a good plan and I ended up giv¬ 
ing away all my equity and money to my new 
husband when I realised it was not a good 
marriage.” 

She left with her daughter and found her¬ 
self again on an adventure holiday sur¬ 
rounded by other single mothers. In the 
evenings they would pour themselves a 
glass of wine and encourage each other. 

At this time she was so depressed she was 
“on the point of being suicidal” but discov¬ 
ered being with friends pulled her back. 

This inspired her to start Women Go Wild 
Outdoors with life coach Kate Rigbi and 
partner Meryvn Scott. 

“It made me aware how many other 
women are in this place and don’t talk about 
it. Because of the stigma attached. 

“If somebody says why you are here? I say 
I am here to inspire other women to be 
everything they can be. 

“I am nothing special but I can turn round 
and say I know, I have done it.”

Railway memorial 


THE FAMILY of a former chairman of the 
Welshpool & Llanfair Light Railway have 
unveiled a plaque in his memory. 

Family and friends of Ken Fenton joined 
staff and volunteers to celebrate just how 
much he meant to the heritage line. 

He was chairman of the W&LLR operating 
company for 35 years and by the time he 
retired in 2005, the railway had been trans¬ 
formed from a shoestring operation running 
trains over only half the line’s length, to the 
highly successful tourist attraction it is today. 

Under the guidance of Ken and his board, 
staff and volunteers at the railway made a tri¬ 


umphant return to Welshpool in 1981, includ¬ 
ing building an entirely new station. 

Members celebrated the line’s centenary in 
2003 in grand style, a milestone culminating 
in the award of the MBE to Ken that year. 

He died in 2009 but there was nothing 
melancholy about the special train run on 
Saturday, hauled by one of the original loco¬ 
motives no 822 ‘The Earl’. Railway members, 
family and friends swapped stories of Ken 
during a lunch at the Raven in Welshpool, and 
on the return to Llanfair Ken’s granddaugh¬ 
ter Rosie Schubert unveiled a plaque in his 
memory on the station booking office.

Jobs joy as superstore 
unveils plan to expand

A ST Martins supermarket is 
expanding its operations over 
the Welsh border, creating at 
least 20 jobs, following major 
investment. 

Stans Superstore is to open a new 
supermarket and fuel station in Llan¬ 
gollen. 

Negotiations for the site, beside the 
A5 road in Llangollen, have been com¬ 
pleted after almost 30 months, Andrew 
Faulks, a partner in Stans, confirmed. 

The cost of the new store is being 
kept under wraps, but the develop¬ 
ment is expected to involve a “seven 
figure investment” for the company in 


a move which will create full and part- 
time jobs. 

“Work on clearing the former garage 
site should be completed by the end of 
June and construction work is 
expected to take five or six months, so 
we plan to be open before Christmas,” 
said Mr Faulks. 

“We are very excited to be moving 
into Llangollen and look forward to 
serving such a popular and vibrant 
town.” 

Construction work will be carried 
out by Jones Brothers of Weston Rhyn, 
Oswestry, a company which has car¬ 
ried out a lot of development work for 
Stans. Planning consent has been 
obtained for a 3,000sq ft store and an 


eight pump filling station on the site of 
the garage, formerly run by Cyril 
Hughes. 

The garage was closed following Mr 
Hughes’s death nine years ago and the 
site has been standing empty since 
then. 

Mr Faulks said the only drawback to 
the site was a relatively small number 
of parking spaces. 

He said: “But the site is close to 
Llangollen’s main 250-space car 
park.” 

Mr Faulks thought about half a 
dozen staff from the St Martins store 
would transfer to Llangollen but the 
remainder of the jobs would be filled 
locally.

Audi's TT coupe wins prizes - 
but diesel isn’t quite up to spec 



AWARDS just keep coming for 
Audi’s iconic TT range, with judges 
claiming the coupe is better than 
ever. 

The guys at What Car? magazine know a 
thing or two about coupes and they have named 
the TT as their car of the year for the fifth year 
running. 

I won’t argue with the experts, because I am 
a great fan of the TT, although the 2.0 litre 
Quattro diesel just tested was not as good as I 
had expected. 

TDi Quattro TT sounds like an odd mix but 
it does work - although the 170bhp on test did 
not have the punch of its bigger brothers. 

Format changes 

Diesel format changes the character of the 
TT and it’s nowhere near as exciting to drive as 
it is in petrol format, and, for me, that defeats 
the object. 

I wanted my TT to give me the usual buzz, 
but it just wasn’t there on this occasion. 

On the other hand there’s outstanding econ¬ 
omy to consider so it all depends what you are 
looking for. 

I’ll wager the petrol model continues to be 
more popular than its diesel equivalent. 

The 170bhp model is smooth, revs freely and 
delivers brisk performance and the real bonus 
is over 50mpg. 

The TT TDI engine has to fit transversely into 
its compact engine bay incorporating advanced 
injection technology. 

All engines have six-speed manual gearboxes as 
standard and most are available with an excellent 
S tronic six-speed semi-auto box. 

The outstanding grip and sharp steering pro¬ 
vided by four wheel drive power is the same as you

would get at the top of the petrol powered range 
and you get a comfortable ride. 

The TT gets a good amount of safety kit, includ¬ 
ing electronic stability control and front and side 
airbags. 

Your car should be well defended from thieves, 
too, with an engine immobiliser and alarm pro¬ 
vided as standard. 

I simply love the TT’s distinctive flat-bottomed 
sports steering wheel, and everything about the 
controls oozes quality which is typical of the 
brand. 

Visibility in the TT has always been outstand¬ 
ing for a sports Coupe and there was no change 
there. But, despite there being two rear seats, the 
TT is certainly only a two seater - you wouldn’t get 
a dwarf in the back. 

I’ve always been impressed by the amount of 
head, shoulder and leg room but there’s very little 



space for storage - even a water bottle was hard to 
accommodate. The 50/50 split rear seats fold flat 
to boost practicality but even then the TT failed 
the golf club test. 

Styling is enhanced by alloy wheels while stan¬ 
dard luxuries include climate control, remote cen¬ 
tral locking and leather upholstery. There are 
electric windows and mirrors. 

The model tested costs just over £28,000 to put 


on the road and gets you from 0-60mph in 7.5sec- 
onds and top speeds at 140mph. 

The real bonus is an average combined fuel con¬ 
sumption figure of 53mpg and C02 figures of 
139g/km that makes the model an interesting 
option for the business user, looking for something 
to stand out from the crowd. 

Not my favourite TT, but still an impressive 
addition to the brilliant Audi stable.

Prove myself 

He will be measured for the purpose 
built wheelchair next week and expects 
to take delivery in about 12 weeks giv¬ 
ing him just enough time to get ready 
for the new season. 

Nick Dulson, general manager at the 
Lion Quays, said they wanted to help 
as soon as hearing about Mark’s plight. 

“Mark is someone who has had a lot 


of bad luck yet has worked incredibly 
hard to show what he is capable of,” he 
said. 

“He is well known to us at the Lion 
Quays as a member of the gymnasium 
and its great that we are able to help 
him out. We just hope he is now able to 
make the team.” 

Mark has received other offers of 
help and is still looking for support as 
he looks to dedicate more time to 
achieving his goal.

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Newtown turmoil as Ryan 
quits and Griffiths says no

MANAGER Darren Ryan has spoken of his 
reasons for leaving Welsh Premier club New¬ 
town after just 17 days in charge to join North- 
wich Victoria as assistant boss. 

Oswestry-based Ryan will be linking up with his old pal 
Andy Preece at the Evo Stik Premier League side, and said 
his departure was purely down to “footballing reasons”. 

It is the second time inside a year that the 38-year-old has 
left Newtown, having been replaced by The New Saints for¬ 
mer manager Andy Cale last summer, But he returned to 
Latham Park on June 1 after Cale and his assistant Lee 
Williams stepped down following budget cuts at the club. 

The squad returned to 
training last Saturday with 
assistant Peter Carter tak¬ 
ing charge in Ryan’s 
absence.

Saints will skip Irish friendly as boss 
prepares for crucial Cliftonville clash 


THE New Saints have pulled 
out of Saturday's friendly at 
Glentoran - as they don't want 
to give next week's Europa 
League opponents Cliftonville 
the chance of a spying mission 

Before the draw was made, the 
Welsh Premier runners-up were 
all set to travel to Northern Ire¬ 
land for their third warm-up game. 

But, having been paired with 
Glentoran’s Belfast neighbours 
Cliftonville in the first qualifying 
round next Thursday, the Saints 
have now decided to pull out of the 
fixture. 

Although there have been safety 
concerns with East Belfast hit by a 
wave of secetarian riots this week, 
the cancellation was largely down 


to footballing reasons. “Basically 
we didn't want to give them the 
advantage of seeing us play again 
before next week,’’said director of 
football Mike Davies. 

“It would have given them the 
opportunity of coming down to 
watch us, while playing on grass 
would not have been beneficial at 
this stage as both legs against 
Cliftonville will be on artificial 
pitches. 

“So we have decided to pull out 
of the fixture, instead we could 
now have a behind-closed-doors 
game here instead” 

The two Europa League oppo¬ 
nents should know plenty about 
each other already having met in a 
European warm-up game last Sat¬ 
urday - two days before the draw

made in Switzerland. 

Cliftonville won 2-1 with a last- 
gasp winner, but Davies feels the 
game will not provide much of a 
pointer ahead of next week's home 
tie. 

“We made nine changes in the 
second half, so you can't read too 
much into the game," he said. 

Confident 

“They will feel they may know 
more about us as they had a num¬ 
ber of players missing, but I don't 
think that game will count for an 
awful lot. 

“We're confident for next week, 
but not over-confident. We've got 
no injuries at the moment, and 


everyone’s looking forward to the 
game.” 

TNS will have home advantage 
next Thursday before making the 
return to Belfast seven days later, 
with the winners of the tie facing 
Danish side FC Midtjylland in the 
next round. 

“Logistically it’s fantastic, and 
being at home for the first leg will 
give us more time to prepare for 
the trip over there," added Davies. 

“I had a feeling we would get 
Cliftonville, it's going to be tough 
as they are now mugs, but it's a 
winnable tie, rather like Bohemi¬ 
ans last year.” 

Both sides play their home 
games on 3G artificial surfaces, so 
Tommy Breslin's men from Belfast 
won't fear their second visit to 


Oswestry. The two clubs also met 
CSKA Sofia in last season's Europa 
League competition, Cliftonville 
losing 5-1 on aggregate to the Bul¬ 
garians in the third qualifying 
round, with the Saints going down 
5-2 to the same opponents in the 
next stage. 

For their home tie, the Saints 
will be hoping for a sell-out while 
Cliftonville's Solitude home, which 
once staged internationals, is now 
restricted to a capacity of just over 
2 , 000 . 

With TNS having pulled out of 
the friendly, Glentoran will now 
host Bangor City who themselves 
are preparing for the Champions 
League.
